Tt  is  understood  that  all  are  to  have  plenty  to  eat.  , 
For  the  protection  of  the  products  of  their  own 
garden,  and  to  teach  the  lesson  of  ownership  as 
well  as  thrift,  they  allow  each  cabin  a  garden  plot, 
and  furnish  seed  for  such  vegetables  as  tbe  laborers 
may  choose  to  raise  for  their  own  use. 

They  were  disposed  to  make  the  wages  of  the  field 
hands  alike,  for  both  men  and  women,  since  the 
task  is  the  same,  though  some  indulgence  is  shown 
the  feebler  women,  hut  it  was  found  likely  to  pro- 
dnee  ill-feeling.  A  day’s  task  is  hoeing  one  and  a 
cmarter  acres  of  cotton,  and  there  is  an  extra  allow¬ 
ance  for  all  over-work.  Only  one  hand  has  been 
discharged  for  laziness.  One  woman,  the  mother 
of  four  sets  of  children,  has  hoed  five  acres  of  cot¬ 
ton  per  day,  or  one  day’s  task  for  every  husband 
she  has  had  !  .  __  , 

The  brothers  purchase  goods  in  New  York,  and  i 
supply  their  hands  at  a  uniform  profit  of  twenty- 
five  per  cent.,  instead  of  the  extravagant  profits 
demanded  by  the  merchants  in  the  vicinity.  Boots 
sold  by  others  for  $6  they  furnish  at  $4,  and  so 
with  other  goods.  They  sell  only  to  their  own 
hands,  but  these  traffic  freely,  turning  many  a 
penny  by  the  sale  at  a  good  profit  of  articles  needed 
by  the  hands  on  adjoining  plantations,  who  still 
save  by  the  purchase.  Their  reputation  is  such 
that  no  difficulty  is  found  in  getting  all  needed 
help.  One  old  negro  preacher,  eighty  years  of 
age,  came  and  offered  his  services  for  his  board,  de¬ 
positing  his  boarding,  some  $300,  with  his  employ¬ 
ers  for  safe  keeping.  He  attends  to  the  family 
garden.  Mr.  Knapp  holds  regular  Sunday  meet¬ 
ings,  when  he  reads  selections  from  the  Bible,  Old 
Sol  (the  preacher)  offers  up  a  prayer,  all  join  in 
singing  some  of  their  rousing  “spirituals,  ’  and 
he  gives  a  short  and  simple  talk  upon  practical  re¬ 
ligion.  Negroes  from  the  adjoining  plantations 
frequently  attend.  On  one  occasion  lie  spoke  from 
the  text,  “  Wine  is  a  mocker,”  giving  a  strong 
plea  for  temperance.  A  few  nights  after  he  offered 
some  whiskey,  as  medicine,  to  an  old  man  who  had 
been  exposed  to  a  storm,  and  was  thoroughly 
chilled,  but  was  met  with  a  firm  “  No,  lie  had 
made  up  his  mind  to  drink  no  more  whiskey  !  ” 

I  was  particularly  interested  in  Mr.  Knapp’s  ac¬ 
count  of  his  mode  of  governing  the  plantation,  and 
it  is  especially  to  attempt  to  reproduce  this  that  I 
have  taken  up  my  pen.  He  found  very  early  that 
something  must  be  done  to  check  the  idling  and 
pilfering  propensities  of  the  hands.  Corporal 
punishment  he  would  not  inflict,  and  to  deduct 
from  their  wages  gave  great  dissatisfaction.  He 
finally  devised  a  plan,  which  has  worked  admi¬ 
rably  ;  it  is  a  system  of  self-government.  He  or¬ 
ganized  a  plantation  court,  having  jurisdiction  of 
all  offences  committed  by  tbe  plantation  bands, 
and  to  which  was  given  supreme  authority.  One 
of  the  oldest  negroes  on  the  plantation,  and  the 
ablest  and  most  trustworthy  one,  was  made  judge 
or  chief-justice,  with  two  associate  judges.  An¬ 
other  was  made  sheriff,  one  or  two  constables,  a 
crier,  etc.,  Messrs.  Knapp  and  Jones  acting  as  at¬ 
torneys  for  the  prosecution  and  defence.  At  first 
the  “court”  required  frequent  prompting,  but 
Old  Shadrack  quickly  comprehended  the  dignity 
and  responsibility  of  his  position,  and  now  the 
“course  of  justice”  is  regular  and  systematic. 
Tbe  “Principal  Dignified  Presider,”  as  these 
young  legal  gentlemen  style  their  chief-justice — a 
title  chosen  to  tickle  the  ear,  and  also  to  bear  in¬ 
vestigation  as  to  real  significance — is  “  Old  Shed,” 
as  he  is  called,  the  wisest  and  best  man,  as  well  as 
tbe  most  skilfal  mechanic  on  the  place — a  man,  by 
tbe  way,  who  is  eager  to  learn,  but  too  proud  to  go 
to  school  with  the  rest.

July  5th,  Mr.  Garrison  met  a  number  of  ladies 
at  Trevelyan  Hall,  Manchester,  and,  after  receiving 
their  congratulations,  delivered  an  address  on  the 
most  notable  women  connected  with  the  anti-slave¬ 
ry  movement.  Mr.  Godfrey  Woodhead  presided, 
and  Mrs.  R.  R.  R.  Moore  briefly,  on  behalf  of  the 
anti-slavery  ladies  of  the  city,  welcomed  Mr.  Gar¬ 
rison  to  Manchester. 

Mr.  Garrison,  in  reply,  expressed  the  happiness 
it  afforded  him  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  good, 

over  oppression  had  probably  never  before  taken 
place  in  the  world.  He  had  always  been  disposed 
to  refer  this  great  victory  to  God.  It  required 
everything  to  abolish  slavery  in  America  ;  and  the 
slaveholders,  while  doing  their  worst  to  perpetuate 
slavery,  were  unconsciously  helping  to  overthrow 
The  hated  system.  He  also  claimed  to  be  a  mar 
peace,  and  deprecated  war  ;  but  there  could  be 
peace  in  this  world  unless  we  had  conditions  of 
peace.  Where  there  was  flagrant  oppression,  there 
must  be  war;  for  tyrants  would  not  voluntarily 
give  up  the  power  which  they  had  unrighteously 
grasped.  He  saw  in  this  contest  both  the  mercy 
and  the  judgment  erf  God.  In  the  commencement 
of  the  anti-slavery  struggle,  among  his  earliest 
friends  and  supporters  was  a  noble  woman,  still 
living  to  share  in  the  joy  of  emancipation,  and  who 
-was  earlier  in  the  field  than  himself  by  a  number 
of  years ;  be  alluded  to  the  noble  Quakeress, 
Lueretia  Mott,  of  Philadelphia.  She  was  among 
the  earliest  to  give  him  the  right  hand  of  fellow¬ 
ship,  and  to  wish  him  God  speed  in  the  work  of 
abolition.  A  grJfat  impetus  was  given  to  the  anti¬ 
slavery  movement  at  an  early  period  by  the  labors 
of  two  noble  women,  sisters,  Angelina,  and  Sarah 
Grimke,  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  They  had 
formerly  been  slaveholders,  had  seen  the  iniquity 
of  slavery,  and  had  washed  their  hands  of  it ;  they 
then  became  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends, 


and  gave  testimony  through  the  land  in  favor  of 


the  emancipation  of  those  in  bondage.  They 
Came  to  Boston,  New  England.  There  was  a  great 
deal  of  opposition  raised  against  their  speaking. 
A  great  body  of  the  clergy  of  New  England  put 
forth  a  solemn  protest  against  women  speaking  in 
public,  and  declaring  that  it  was  contrary  to  Paul 
and  to  “the  Book”  for  women  to  do  any  such 
thing ;  and  warning  all  who  claimed  to  be  Chris¬ 
tian  people  against  giving  them  any  countenance. 
But  they  went  on  their  way,  and  he  was  happy  to 
say  were  listened  to  by  many  a  delighted  audience, 
for  they  were  gifted  women  and  true,  and  they 
perfectly  knew  what  slavery  was.  He  should  al¬ 
ways  remember  the  labors  of  those  noble  women; 
they  were  so  courageous,  so  self-sacrificing,  so  de¬ 
voted,  and  they  did  such  a  great  work  for  the 
cause,  that  he  had  no  words  to  express  his  sense  of 
the  obligation  that  the  cause  was  under  to  them 
for  what  they  did.  In  consequence  of  their 
efforts  the  soul  of  another  young  woman 
was  inspired  with  the  determination  to  plead 
the  cause  of  the  suffering  and  the  dumb  —  be 
meant  Miss  Abby  Kelley  who  also  was  connected 
with  the  Society  of  Friends  ;  and  in  the  course  of 
a  few  years  no  one  was  more  devoted  to  the  work. 
Inspired  by  no  party  or  sect,  she  went  forth  to 
look  popular-  violence  in  the  face,  to  be  everywhere 
held  up  to  ridicule,  to  encounter  the  fierce  assaults 
of  moboeratic  men  ;  and,  taking  her  life  in  her 
hand,  she  dared  to  look  a  whole  nation  in  the  face 
and  never  once  quailed  ;  she  was,  in  fact,  a  moral 
Joan  of  Arc  of  America,  and  there  never  had,  and 
he  believed  never  could  be,  a  parallel  to  the 
heroism  she  evinced.  (Applause.)  It  was  a  com¬ 
paratively  easy  task  for  any  woman  now  in  America 
to  stand  up  and  address  a  publie  meeting.  They 
had  hundreds  and  thousands  of  female  lecturers, 
taking  the  whole  country  through,  who  lectured  on 
-  great  variety  of  subjects  and  commanded  respect 
..verywher®,  while  helping  on  the  general  welfare. 
But  this  young  woman  stood  up  alone,  as  it  were, 
and  she  grappled  with  the  church  and  with  the 
State,  and  with  the  nation  corrupted  through  and 
through.  She  had  to  put  herself  in  bodily  peril 
everywhere,  as  well  as  to  have  her  name  cast  out  as 
evil  everywhere  ;  but  she  never  quailed  or  faltered. 
If  there  was  one  in  the  world  who  remembered  those 
onds  as  bound  with  them,  it  was  Abby  Kelley, 
„„  „  Mrs.  Abby  Kelley  Foster.  Almost  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  enterprise,  they  were  mighti¬ 
ly  assisted  by  the  co-operation  of  one  of  the  noblest 
women  in  our  age,  or  in  any  age — a  woman  of  fine 
intellectual  powers,  an  admirable  writer,  one  whose 
works  have  been  extensively  circulated  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic — he  meant  Lydia  Maria  Child.

THE  COOLIE  TRADE  IN  THE  SOUTH.

When  the  United  States  abolished  slavery,  thay 
did  not  inteiid  that  it  should  be  re-established,  yet 
the  Coolie-  labor  system  which  it  is  pi’oposed  to  in¬ 
troduce  in  the  South  is  nothing  but  slavery  in  one 
of  its  most  dangerous  forms.  Wherever  it  has  been 
tried — in  British  Guiana,  in  Trinidad,  in  the 
Mauritius,  in  Peru,  in  the  Chinclia  Islands,  and  in 
Cuba,  all  the  evils  of  slavery  have  resulted.  It 
may  be  doubted  if  formal  slavery  is  not  preferable, 
for  the  ownership  of  the  laborer,  in  many  cases, 
gives  the  master  an  interest  in  his  welfare.  Large 
capital  is  invested  in  a  gang  of  slaves,  and  neglect 
or  cruelty  might  diminish  the  return.  But  the 
Coolie  system  is  not  only  one  of  apprenticeship^ 


but  of  the  apprenticeship  of  foreigners 
of  time.

her  at¬ 
tention  was  called  to  the  subject  of.  slavery,  she 
apprehended  the  whole  question  at  qnce,  and  gave 
herself  to  it  heartily.  At  that  time  her  literary 
reputation  had  culminated  to  a  great  height ;  she 
was  amongst  the  most  popular  authors  in  our  coun¬ 
try,  and  was  received  everywhere  into  the  highest 
— ‘  3ty ;  but  tbe  moment  she  espoused  the  cause  of 
down-trodden  slave  she  was  ostracised,  and 
treated  as  though  she  had  the  leprosy  ;  moreover, 
she  had  to  sacrifice  a  very  considerable  income  from 
her  writings,  which  ceased  to  be  popular.  It  was 
impossible  to  over-estimate  the  value  of  her  co-ope¬ 
ration  in  the  anti-slavery  cause,  from  the  earliest  to 
the  latest  period.  Thank  God  that  she  also  was 
living,  and  was  prosecuting  the  work  on  behalf  of 
the  freedmen — a  supplemental  work — to  give  them 
light  and  knowledge  after  then-  fetters  were  broken. 
(Applause.)  They  had  powerful  aid  from  another 
noble  and  gifted  woman,  with  a  clearness  of  vision 
unrivalled,  with  a  courage  which  soared  above  all 
danger,  and  with  a  power  of  expression  through  the 
pen  which  went  to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of 
men— Maria  Weston  Chapman,  of  Boston.  The 
names  of  these  ladies  might  not  be  known  to  all 
present,  but  they  were  known  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Atlantic,  and  they  were  known  to  God.  It 
a  delight  to  remember  them  on  this  occasion, 
to  say  that  their  co-operation  was  indispensable  to 
the  success  of  the  anti-slavery  cause.  It  thrilled 
him  to  remember  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Boston  Female  Anti-Slavery  Society,  when  a  mob 
of  5,000  persons  had  assembled  intending  to  molest 
his  friend  George  Thompson,  a  noble  woman, 
the  president  of  the  Society — Mary  S.  Parker — 
went  down  on  her  knees  and  offered  up  a  prayer  to 
God  for  tlffi  oppressed,  and  in  the  course  of  her 
petition,  rising  to  the  sublimity  of  the  occasion, 
she  expressed  thankfulness  to  God  “  that  while 
there  were  many  to  molest,  there  were  none  who 
could  make  afraid.”  This  was  the  spirit  of  the 
women  of  Boston,  and  the  women  of  the  country 
at  large,  who  espoused  the  anti-slavery  cause. 
The  women  had  done  more  instrumentally  to 
deliver  America  than  the  men ;  they  had  been 
self-sacrificing,  more  untiring,  more  suecess- 
....  .a  their  pleadings  than  any  of  the  other  sex. 
He  said  this  with  all  sincerity  of  conviction ;  and 
to  these  women  belonged  a  tribute  of  the  most 
generous  character  from  his  lips.

large  scale  in  Cuba,  where  it  has  been  subjected  to 
no  restrictions.  There  the  Chinese  Coolies,  who 
have  been  kidnapped  or  betrayed  by  false  pro¬ 
mises,  are  sold  to  tbe  highest  bidders  for  seven 
years,  and  paid  nominal  and  miserable  wages.  At 
the  end  of  this  term  they  find  themselves  in  debt 
to  the  planters,  and  are  forced  to  renew  their  con¬ 
tract.  In  Jamaica,  where  the  experiment  twice 
failed,  it  is  now  successful,  especially  with  the  Hin¬ 
doo  Coolies,  and,  though  under  the  English  law 
the  system  is  better  than  that  of  Cuba,  it  is  still  a 
disgrace.  There  is  no  ease  recorded  in  which  the 
Coolie  has  risen  above  the  condition  of  a  serf  ;  he 
is  condemned  to  labor  for  the  benefit  of  others, 
with  no  hope  of  becoming  himself  independent, 
and  when  he  is  unfit  to  tod,  he  has  no  claim  upon 
his  master  for  support.  A  slave  in  all  but  the 
name,  the  pretended  freedom  he  possesses  is  the 
gift  of  Tantalus ;  it  is  a  snare  and  a  mockery,  and 
the  wretched  serf  had  better  have  been  bought  and 
sold  than  hired. 

This  is  the  system  which  is  to  be  the  substitute 
of  slavery  in  the  Southern  States.  Coolies  are  now 
employed  on  the  plantations  of  Louisiana,  and  the 
other  day  a  ship-load  arrived  at  New  Orleans  from 
Cuba.  The  United  States  Vice-Consul  at  Havana 
has  informed  the  government  that  he  has  reason 
to  believe  “  that  an  extensive  scheme  is  on  foot  for 
the  introduction  of  Coolie  labor  in  tbe  South.” 
From  Washington  we  learn  that  many  of  the  plant¬ 
ers  would  rather  employ  Coolies  than  freedmen. 
It  is  not  difficult  to  discover  their  reasons.  The 
freedmen  are  American  citizens  ;  they  have  votes 
and  rights  which  United  States  armies,  if  need  be, 
will  enforce.  The  Coolies,  on  the  contrary,  are  ig¬ 
norant  foreigners,  who  cannot  even  complain  of 
oppression  ;  they  are  powerless  to  insist  upon  just 
contracts,  and  must  accept  the  terms  of  their  em¬ 
ployers.  The  planters  prefer  Gnrtlio  labor,  bocaiisn 

it  is,  in  effect,  slave  labor.  Tbe  freedmen  now  at 
the  least  receive  tolerable  wages,  but  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  the  pay  of  the  Coolies  will  be  almost  no¬ 
thing  ;  they  will  work  for  their  food  and  a  few 
clothes,  and  perhaps  a  few  dollars,  but  will  never 
be  able  to  commaud  a  fair  equivalent  for  their 
labor. 

It  is  not  to  Chinese  immigration  that  we  object, 
but  to  a  system  which,  if  carried  on  by  private  con¬ 
tract,  will  certainly  be  a  gigantic  swindle,  and  a 
national  disgrace.  Congress,  in  1804,  made  a  law 
to  encourage  immigration,  providing  that  the  im¬ 
migrant  might  mortgage  his  wages  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months  for  the  purpose  of  refnndtog  money 
advanced  for  the  expenses  of  his  passage  hither, 
but  on  the  express  condition  that  no  part  of  the 
act  should  be  construed  to  authorize  involuntary 
servitude  or  slavery.  The  importation  of  Coolie 
labor,  unless  carefully  watched,  will  result  in  sla¬ 
very,  and  we  are  glad  to  jliear  that  the  Attorney- 
General  has  already  taken  steps  to  prevent  any  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  laws.  If  the  Coolies  in  America  are 
protected  by  the  government,  and  allowed  fair  op¬ 
portunity  to  settle,  they  may  become  a  valuable 
though  small  class  of  laborers  in  the  South  ;  but  if 

a  permit  them  to  be  treated  as  serfs,  the  traffic 

ill  become  enormous,  and  the  United  States  might 
.  a  few  years  rival  Cuba,  which  yearly  imports 
some  30,000  Chinamen  and  holds  them  in  hopeless 
degradation  and  poverty.

Goode  and  family,  Henry  Crowdus,  William  Wil¬ 
son,  Crosby  Elliott,  James  Crowdus,  .J.  J.  Nash, 
Hutchinson  Speed,  Riley  Crowdus,  Eddie  Brown, 
Thomas  Beggarly,  George  Elliott,  and  several  other 
citizens  whose  names  we  do  not  know,  have  been 
driven  from  their  homes. 

‘ :  On  the  22d  of  June  the  Regulators  visited

CRIME  IN  VIRGINIA. 


LETTEB  FBOM  JUDGE  UNDEBWOOD., 


The  following  letter,  communicated  by  Judge 
Underwood  to  the  Norfolk  (Ya.)  Union  Republican 
speaks  loudly  of  the  morals  and  condition  of  the 
freedmen  : 

Norfolk,  Va.,  July  24,  1867. 

Me.  Editob  :  I  was  surprised  to  see  in  the 
Journal  this  morning  the  statement  that  three- 
quarters  of  the  crimes  committed  in  this  State  were 
by  colored  people.  Mv  own  official  experience 
leads  to  a  very  different  conclusion.  Of  the  many 
hundred  criminal  complaints  and  prosecutions  in 
my  Court  within  the  last  four  years  I  do  not  re¬ 
collect  but  a  single  complaint  against  a  colored 
person.  That  was  the  case  of  a  colored  boy, 
indicted,  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  two  years’ 
imprisonment  for  mail  robbery  in  the  City  of 
Lynchburg.  And  I  have  recently  received  from 
the  former  master  and  owner  of  this  boy  assurances 
of  his  general  good  character,  and  of  recently  dis¬ 
covered  facts  which  show  that,  being  a  messenger 
in  the  Post-Office,  he  had  been  corrupted  by  a  bad 
white  man  to  steal  the  letters  from  the  office,  for 
which  he  was  imprisoned.  If  the  Journal  had  said 
that  the  old  slaveholding  aristocracy  were  keen  to 
punish  every  colored  or  white  Union  man,  and 
quite  willing  to  let  criminals  of  their  own  class  go 
free,  and  that  being  everywhere  in  this  State  in 
power,  more  colored  men  than  white  were  prose¬ 
cuted  for  petty  crimes,  it  would  probably  have 
stated  the  truth.  While  in  a  state  of  slavery  the 
colored  people  were  to  a  considerable  degree  con¬ 
verts  to  the  doctrine  of  the  great  nullifier,  Calhoun, 
declared  in  the  United  States  Senate,  to  wit :  That 
“he  who  earns  a  product,  who  digs  it  out  of  the 
earth  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  has  a  title  to  it 
before  the  universe ;  none  but  the  government 
can  touch  it,  and  the  government  only  to  the 
extent  of  its  absolute  wants.”  It  is  true  Mr.  Cal¬ 
houn  was  speaking  of  the  tariff,  but  his  words  had 
a  wider  application,  and  the  colored  people 
behoved  them.  It  is  no  doubt  the  fact  that  these 
teachings  led  to  petty  pilfering,  and  the  habit  is 
not  yet  entirely  cured,  but  eveiy  intelligent 
observer  mi  '  he  satisfied  that  our  colored  fellow- 
citizens  are  now  making  most  rapid  and  commend¬ 
able  progr.! -5  in  the  race-  of  physical,  educational, 
meuTSrRntl  inorirl  imjukWwmont.  worthy  of  high 


“  That’s  a  lie  !  ”  Not  knowing  who  had  flung  the 
cowardly  insult  into  his  teeth,  Mr.  Etheridge 
hurled  back  a  withering  epithet,  which  he  scarce 
had  uttered  ere  a  whistling  bullet  cut  the  air  in 
dangerous  proximity  to  the  place  where  he  was 
standing,  and  this  shot  was  quickly  followed  by 
others  in  all  parts  of  the  assemblage.  The  crowd 
at  once  broke,  the  Radicals  moving  rapidly  toward 
one  side  of  the  square,  shouting  and  yelling  like 
demons  of  the  lower  pit,  and  the  Conservatives 
going  in  an  opposite  direction,  both  parties  firing 
as  they  went.  They  soon  drew  up  in  position,  and 
the  work  of  death  began  in  earnest,  volley  after 
Volley  of  minnie  balls,  large  and  small  shot  and 
the  contents  of  numberless  revolvers  being  poured 
in  in  rapid  succession,  every  round  carrying 
wounds  and  death  into  the  ranks  of  the  combatants 
until  they  began  to  waver,  break  into  squads  and 
move  from  the  square,  keeping  up  a  scattering  fire 
—  they  slowly  retreated.  Mr.  Etheridge,  holding  j 


his  hands  a  revolver,  stood  firm  throughout, 
never  moving  an  inch  from  the  position  he  had  at 
first  taken.  The  battle  lasted  about  twenty  min¬ 
utes,  by  whieh  time  the  square  was  cleared,  and 
only  random  shots  were  being  fired  in  other 
portions  of  the  Village.  The  first  man  to  fall  was  a 
white  Conservative,  a  bullet  crushing  through  his 
brain  and  killing  him  instantly.  A  Radical  negro 
Tl'eia  the  next,  a  ball  entering  his  side  and  passing 


nearly  through  him.  He  died  in  a  few  minutes 
after  he  fell.  Seven  other  persons  were  mortally 
wounded,  while  twenly-five  or  thirty  received 
wounds  more  or  less  serious.  The  wounded  were 
conveyed  to  a  hotel,  where  they  remained  until 
other  means  could  be  provided  for  their  care.  It 
said  the  Radicals  suffered  most,  but  we  have 
itliing  reliable  in  regard  to  their  losss.  As  soon 
the  firing  ceased  Mr.  Etheridge  left  the  Court¬ 
house  and  proceeded  to  his  hotel.  He  left  town 
by  the  night  train  for  Sneedsville,  to  fill  an  ap¬ 
pointment  there.” 

[It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  true  circumstances 
leading  to  the  above  were  entirely  different.] 


A  LIBERIA  FARMER. 


A  Colored  man  in  Liberia  lias  already  gained 
pre-eminence  as  an  agriculturist.  A  letter  from 
Monrovia,  after  speaking  of  tbe  steady  progress  of 
the  American  colonists  there,  describes  the  hand¬ 
some  farms  and  dwellings  which  line  the  banks  of 
Paul’s  river,  and  adds  : 

Among  the  most  enterprising  farmers  on  the 
hanks  of  the  St.  Paul  is  the  Hon.  Augustus  Wash¬ 
ington,  the  present  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives.  He  has  over  1000  acres  of  land  ;  raises 
a  large  amount  of  sugar  and  other  products  ;  gives 
employment  to  a  large  number  of  poor  men,  emi¬ 
grants  and  natives ;  has  a  fine  sugar-mill  on  his 
own  premises,  which  he  has  lately  fixed  after  the 
most  approved  style  of  the  British  West  Indies, 
but  which  is  too  small  for  the  immense  amount  of 
cane  now  ready  for  grinding  on  his  farm.  He  has, 
therefore,  recently  leased  for  a  time  the  large  steam 
mill  formerly  owned  by  L.  L.  Lloyd,  and  has  ex¬ 
pended  some  $  1800  in  repairs  and  fixing  it  like 
the  mills  in  the  West  Indies.  Evon  with  his  limi¬ 
ted  facilities  for  grinding,  this  season  he  will  send 
to  Europe  or  America  over  one  hundred  thousand 
pounds  of  sugar,  and  a  proportionate  share  of  syrup 
and  molasses.  Mr.  Washington  has  six  yokes  of  j 
very  fine  oxen,  and  uses  the  plow.  When  he 
moved  upon  his  farm  it  was  a  wilderness,  and  he 

as  penniless.  This  was  about  fourteen  years  ago. 

This  “Hon.  Augustus  Washington”  is  known 
to  some  of  our  readers  as  a  colored  young  man, 
who  some  years  ago  attended  Meriden  (N.  H.) 
Academy.  They  will  be  pleased  to  hear  of  his 
prosperity.

M  MURDERED  OR  WOUNDED. 


From  the  Philadelphia  Press. 

A  letter  from  Lexington,  Ky.,  dated  July  22, 
and  printed  in  the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  says  : 

“The  murder  of  Maj.  Bridgewater  has  pain¬ 
fully  revived  the  subject  of  the  Regulator-,  and 
their  bloody  deeds.  We  had  hoped  these  pestilen¬ 
tial  fellows  Jiad  given  over  their  lawless  acts  and 
settled  down  into  peaceful  and  useful  citizens,  biit 
it  appears  that  they  are  determined  to  go  on  until 
they  look  at  the  sky  through  the  noose  of  a  rope. 

A  perfect  reign  of  terror  exists  in  many  parts  of 
Boyle,  Marion,  Mercer  and  other  counties,  and  the 
country  is  governed  by  an  armed  mob.  People  are 
afraid  to  inform  against  these  bad  men,  and  if  they 
do  the  life  or  tbe  property  of  the  informer  is  not 
safe  a  single  hour.  For  nearly  a  year  the  Regula¬ 
tors  have  kept  up  their  organization,  and  they  are 
at  this  moment  better  armed  and  more  powerful  that 
they  ever  were  before.  Their  last  act  is  the  most 
bloody  and  brutal  of  the  many  they  have  commit¬ 
ted,  and  we  hope  it  is  the  last  one  they  will  ever 
be  permitted  to  commit.  The  time  has  certainly 
coma  when  the  civil  and  military  authorities,  aided 
by  all  good  citizens,  should  adopt  vigorous  mea¬ 
sures  to  put  down  the  assassins  who  now  disturb 
tbe  peace  and  quiet  of  the  State. 

“A  gentleman  who  witnessed  the  killing  of 
Maj.  Bridgewater  gives  this  account  of  the  affair. 

The  Major  had  been  assisting  bis  brother  to  move,  I  pa] 
and  was  returning  home  when  he  stopped  in  Stan-  |  lov 
ford  and  sat  down  to  play  a  game  of  checkers  with 
a  friend.  While  the  game  was  progressing,  and 
Maj.  Bridgewater  sitting  in  a  store,  with  his  back 
to  the  door,  a  number  of  mounted  men  entered 
the  town  and  approached  the  store.  Six  of  the 
Regulators  dismounted,  and  running  up  to  the 
door,  fired  upon  Bridgewater,  killing  him  instantly. 

The  first  shot  it  is  said  was  fired  by  a  man  nam  1 
Sanders,  who  is  captain  of  the  band,  and 
Bridgewater  raised  up  in  his  chair,  the  rest  of  the 
assassins  discharged  their  revolvers.  Some  thirty 
shots  in  all  were  fired,  eight  entering  his  head 
ten  passing  through  his  body. 

“Maj.  Bridgewater  leaves  a  wife  and  several 
small  children  to  mourn  his  loss. 

“  Some  idea  of  the  lawless  condition  of  affairs

After  abusing  the 
occupants  of  the  wagon  for  a  minute  or  two  they 
allowed  them  to  proceed  on  their  way. 

“Presently  the  other  wagons  came  up  and  all 
were  permitted  to  pass  by  except  the  last  one, 
which  was  about  two  hundred  yards  in  the  rear  of 
the  others.  In  this  vehicle  were  Albert  Wachs 
and  Adam  Otto.  The  rebels  halted  them,  and 
after  displaying  the  tom  flags,  or  ‘  d— d  dirty  Lin¬ 
coln  rags,  ’  as  they  called  them,  which  they  had 
capturod  from  the  front  wagon,  and  applying  such

epithets  to  them  as  ‘  d — d  Dutch  Abolitionists, 
etc.,  commenced  throwing  stones  at  the  party. 
Adam  Otte  was  struck  several  times  in  the  face 
with  stoues  and  considerably  injured,  as  was  also 
Albert  Wachs. 

“The  men  in  the  other  wagons,  whieh  had  by 
this  time  got  several  hundred  yards  ahead,  hearing 
the  noise  of  the  melee,  went  back  to  the  assistance 
of  their  friends,  and,  although  they  were  greatly 
outnumbered  by  the  attaking  party,  pitched  into 
them  in  a  most  vigorous  manner.  For  a  few 
minutes  the  battle  raged  with  considerable  fury; 
but  the  Teutons  were  too  much  for  the  cowardly  as¬ 
sailants,  and  they  put  the  whole  of  them  to  flight, 
except  two  who  were  left  on  the  ground  for  dead. 
It  has  since  been  ascertained,  however,  that  they 
were  not  killed,  though  terribly  used  up.  The 
leader  of  the  rebel  party,  it’is  said,  was  a  man  named 
Hammerling.  The  name  of  another  is  W olf .

WHITE  MAN  AND  A  NEGRO  KILLED,  SEVEN 

TALLY  WOUNDED,  AND  FROM  TWETY-FIV 

THIRTY  INJURED. 

The  Nashville  Union  and  Dispatch,  a  Democratic 
j.aper,  in  its  issue  of  the  26th  inst.,  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  of  the  riot  at  the  political  meeting 
in  Rogersville,  Tenu.,  on  the  23d  inst.  : 

“  On  a  branch  of  the  East  Tennessee  and  Y 
ginia  Railroad,  leading  from  Rogersville  Junction, 
is  the  little  village  of  Rogersville.  It  is  the  capital 
of  Hawkins  County,  having  about  700  inhabitants, 
and  is  distent  about  sixty-four  miles  from  Knox¬ 
ville,  the  home  of  Brownlow.  Like  many  other 
places  in  Tennessee,  it  has  its  clique  of  Radical 
time-servers,  who  are  as  bitter  and  relentless  in 
then-  hatred  of  everything  Conservative,  as  Satan 
is  in  his  hatred  of  everything  good.  It  has  been 
announced  through  the  newspapers  that  on  Tues¬

The  full 
an“  Perfect  confidence  of  the  colored  voters  of  the 
rebel  btates  is  given  to  us,  and  to  keep  it  we  have 
wily  to  deserve  it.  But  if  the  Republican  party  in 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania  denies 
the  light  of  suffrage  to  the  colored  citizens  of  those 
States,  the  faith  of  the  South  in  its  sincerity  must 
be  inevitably  lost.  Two  opposing  principles  can- 
not  coexist;  there  cannot  he  one  mle  of  justice  for 
the  South,  and  one  for  the  North,  but  that  nolicv 
which  m  the  name  of  freedom  we  impose  upon 
others  we  must  ourselves  accept.  Conviction  of 
hypocrisy,  before  the  bar  of  the  nation,  is  the  alter¬ 
native,  and  nothing  could  do  more  to  check 
Republican  enthusiasm  in  Alabama  or  North  Caro¬ 
lina  than  the  announcement  that  New  York  had 
refused  the  ballot  to  her  own  citizens.  If  we  want 
to  build  up  a  Black  man’s  party  that  is  the  surest 
and  speediest  way,  nor  could  we  have  the  effrontery 
to  complain  of  a  political  organization  based  on 
distinctions  of  color,  which  we  ourselves  recognized 
and  proclaimed.  Yet  we  have  no  fear  now  that 
justice  will  be  long  denied  to  the  colored  men  of 
the  North  ;  let  them  vote  as  they  may,  it  is  not 
with  their  politics  that  we  are  concerned,  but  with 
their  rights.  Even  were  it  certain  that  every  colored 
vote  in  New  York  would  be  cast  for  the  Democratic 
ticket,  onr  voice  would  be  for  impartial  suffrage. 
And  upon  lower  grounds,  surely,  the  devotion  of 
the  freemen  of  Tennessee  to  the  Republican  cause 
should  be  an  argument  with  those  politicians  who 
never  fully  accept  principle  till  time  has  proved 
that  it  is  also  expediency. 

Tennessee  has  taught  that  lesson.  This  is  the 
first  State  election  at  which  the  blacks  have  taken 
full  part,  and  though  the  canvass  was  fierce  and 
personal,  and  every  provocation  to  riot  was  given, 
order  was  maintained  throughout  the  State.  The 
precautions  taken  by  the  civil  authorities,  and  by 
“rf-  Thomas,  it  is  true,  were  excellent,  yet  they 
notoriously  insufficient  had  there  been  any 
truth  in  the  Democratic  dogma  that  the  equal 

;hts  of  black  and  white  necessitate  a  war  of  races. 

le  freemen  were  not  only  orderly,  hut  it  is  plain 
that  they  preserved  order. '  The  vote  was  unusually 
large,  the  polls  were  crowded,  the  passions  of  men 
were  excited,  and  had  the  negroes  desired  riot, 
Gen.  Thomas  had  no  force  in  Tennessee  that  could 
have  prevented  it.  That  the  almost  unanimous 
vote  they  cast  for  the  Republican  ticket  is  a  proof 
of  their  fitness  for  the  ballot,  may  be  called  a  parti¬ 
san  argument ;  but  we  can  do  without  it.  We 
take  the  grand  spectacle  of  a  race  of  slaves,  just 
from  the  whipping-post  and  the  market,  despised, 
ignorant,  poor,  suddenly  clothed  with  freedom  and 
intrusted  with  political  power,  who  yet  go  side  by 
side  with  their  masters  and  persecutors  to  the 
polls,  as  peacefully  as  if  for  generations  they  had 
been  the  children  of  the  State,  and  not  the  beasts 
who  bore  its  burdens.  Is  not  this  appreciation  of 
the  meaning  of  the  ballot?  There  are  men  in 
Tennessee  to-day  who  never  felt  that  they  were 
men  till  they  cast  their  votes  for  Brownlow  last 
Thursday,  and  if  we  dared  believe  that  the  Demo¬ 
crats  of  this  city  had  half  the  sense  of  their  respon¬ 
sibility  as  voters,  and  half  the  respect  for  the 
33  of  the  ballot  that  the  negroes  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  possess,  we  should  not  despair  of  seeing 
thieves  banished  from  our  government,  from  the 
Oity  Councils,  up  or  down,  to  the  Courts  held  in 
the  interest  of  rum. 

Tennessee,  Andrew  Johnson’s  own  State,  has 
utterly  repudiated  his  policy,  and  declared  that  not 
upon  his  plan  is  reconciliation  possible.  The  new 
Legislature  will  choose  the  successor  ■  of  Senator 
Patterson,  and  every  one  of  the  eight  Congressmen 
chosen  is  a  Radical.  This  victory  is  one  for  Am¬ 
nesty,  for  that  must  be  the  certain  result  of  the 
unity  of  the  Republican  party,  North  and  South — 
the  acceptance  by  the  rebel  States  of  the  natural 
results  of  the  war.  So  long  as  men  like  Monroe, 
and  Perry,  and  Hill,  and  Hersehel  V.  Johnson 
refuse  to  acknowledge  the  defeat  of  the  rebellion 
and  the  abolition  of  slavery,  military  rule  and  dis¬ 
franchisement  will  continue.  The  Republican  suc¬ 
cess  “In  Tennessee  Is~  the  first  gr^at  step  to  the 
restoration  of  civil  government ;  it  solves  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  reconstruction.

The  experience  of  the  last  few 
years  fully  justifies  this  supposition,  although  its 
admission  by  the  leading  copperhead  newspaper  of 
New  York  was  hardly  to  be  expected.  But  we 
have  a  better  opinion  of  the  Southern  people  than 
the  World  has.  We  believe  that  they  are  not  such 
insensate  blockheads  as  not  to  have  learned  the 
folly  of  compelling  us  to  maintain  great  armies  for

The  circumstances  are  as  follows  :  At  an  early  day, 
when  Mi-.  Salisbury,  in  company  with  others,  was 
chopping  and  clearing  the  forest  of  his  newly  ac¬ 
quired  farm,  they  came  upon  a  very  large.kemlock 
standi ug  near  the  stream.  After  cutting  the  tree 
down,  Mr.  Salisbury  discovered  that  what  appeared 
to  he  the  heart  of  the  free  was  really  a  separate  tree 
from  the  one  just  fallen.  On  examination,  this 
tree  within  a  tree  was  found  to  have  been  girdled  at 
some  previous  time,  leaving  a  small  portion  uncut, 
so  that  the  sap  had  continued  to  traverse  the  trunk 
until  its  growth  had  comuktely  overgrown  the 
girdling,  and  another  tree  formed,  growing  to 
enormous  dimensions. 

A  few  days  since,  near  the  trank  of  that  tree, 
about  twelve  inches  below'  the  surface,  was  found 
his  peculiar  axe.  It  was  about  ten  inches  in  length 
by  three  and  one-fourth  inches  on  the  cut  or  edge. 
It  is  made  of  iron.  Now’,  what  is  remarkable
